New Peking 
blast at Soviet 
M.-E. policy 


HONGKONG (Reuter). — The New 
China News Agency yesterday dit- 
terly attacked ‘Soviet policy to- 
wards the Palestinian people by 
linking it with the Kremlin’s pre- 
sent role in the Indian sub-conti- 
nent. It was the second successive 
day the Chinese have criticized the 
Soviet role in the Middle East. 


The Soviet Union, which supported 
India's “aggression” had shown 
anxiety for East Pakistan refugees. 
“But what ‘coucern’ and ‘sympathy' 
has Soviet revisionism shown in the 
past for the right of the Palestinian 
people to survival and for the more 
than one million destitute and 
homeless Palestinian refugees in 
the Middle East?” the agency asked. 


It pointed out that ‘Jordanian 
troops suppressed Palestinian guer- 
rillas and the Soviet Union not only 
watched with folded arms but also 
colluded with the United States to 
encourage the Jordanian authorities 
to act at will,” the agency said. 


It added: “What Soviet revision- 
ism has done in the Middle East, 
just like what it is doing in the 
South Asian sub-continent today... 
is aimed at materializing its ambi- 
tions for aggression, expansion and 
world hegemony and its fond dream 
of establishing a world empire 
which the old Czars had failed to 
realize.”

TEL AVIV. — Informed analysts 
here do not share the optimism of 

Washington officials t there 
will ΒΟ a escalation of 
fastilities in the Middle East in 
the event of a resumption of 
shooting. 

The U.S, offictals are said to have 
based their view on “assurances” 
given to them by Egyptian For- 
eign Minister Mahmoud Riad, who 
had said that President Sadat would 
not resort to any large-scale mili- 
tary action. 

These analysts commented that the 
Egyptians were incapable of launch- 
ing’ a successful all-out Canal cross- 
ing, and that President Sadat should 
at least know this. He would thus 
be interested in limiting future ope- 
rations to those spheres where the 
odds were to his advantage — a 
static artillery exchange, possibly 
accompanied by scaled-down com- 
mando forays. 

However, while the Bar-Lev line 
could withstand a limited artillery 
bombardment, it is doubtful whether 
the Israeli Army Command would 
be willing to endure this passively 
for any length of time. 

Israel military policy continues to 
be guided by the need to keep ca- 


sualties down to the lowest possible 
minimum. This would call for rapid 
and intensive countermeasures to 
induce the Egyptians to accept a 
new cease-fire agreement as soon 45 
possible. 

Acceptance of a new war of at- 
trition would be tantamount to 
having the conduct of the war dic- 
tated and this is totally unaccept- 
able to Israel military thinking. 
Hence the feeling ‘here that a ra- 
pid escalation of the fighting would, 
In the event of a renewal of the 
hostilities, be more than likely, 

“We can afford to take things in 
& much more relaxed way this time” 
because of the border changes, an 
authoritative source told The Jeru- 
salem Post. There would be no need 
for any pre-emptive strike under 
the present situation since the brunt 
of a clash, if any, would be held 
outside of Israel territory. 

The Israel Defence Force still 
‘hopes to convince the Egyptians 
that they cannot win in any “new 
round.” However, since Israel can- 
not disclose the reasons for its calm 
confidence, the risk of a renewed 
outbreak of hostilities must conti- 
mue to be regarded as very real.

U.S. admits force in Indian Ocean 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Government acknowledged yesterday 
for the first time that an Amer- 
ican naval force, led by the nuc- 
lear-powered carrier Enterprise, was 
ordered to the Indian Ocean during 
the India-Pakistan war. 


Pentagon spokesman Jerry W. 
Friedheim sald the Enterprise, the 
helicopter carrier Tripoli with a 
battalion of 800 marines, seven des- 
troyera and frigates and au oiler 
are now steaming between Ceylon 
and the Maldive Islands, off the 
southern tip of India. 


Friedheim declined to say how 


Tong the ships, organized as Task 
Force 74, wil remain in the area. 
He said they are under no fixed 
time schedule. 

The ships, he said, were to have 
been used to evacuate Americans 
from East or West Pakistan if that 
became necessary, but he conceded 
the fleet now also serves to es- 
tablish an American presence in the 
area. 

Although the ship movements 
were widely reported, the Adminis- 
tration until now had refused to 
discuss the movement of any U.S. 
naval forces. India told the U.S. 
to keep the warships out of the 


Bay of Bengal when it was repor- 
ted they might seek to evacuate 
not only Americans but also the 
defeated Pakistani Army.

Six killed in

PARIS (AP). — A gas explosion 
tipped through a li-storey apart- 
ment building in a northwest sub- 
burb of Paris yesterday killing 6 
persons and injuring 45, officials 
reported.

Jerusalem Post Eeporter 
RP. Knesset Member Yitzhak 
Raphael made a two-pronged 
attack on his party’s two rivals for 
hegemony of the observant public, at 
a meeting at the N.RP. headquarters 
in Jerusalem on Monday night, 

He blasted the ultra-orthodox Na- 
torel Karta for “using violence in a 
hopeless struggle to attain religious 
ends, which will only lead to 
internecine warfare.” He also blamed 
the Agudat Israel for their partisan 
campaign which ended in the instal- 
lation of Rabbi Bezalel Zolty as 
“Rabbi of Jerusalem," calling the 
Move a “ erous regression to 
the principle ofseparaterabbinates.” 

“Our rabbis must symbolize and 
exemplify the consolidation of ortho- 
dox Jewry,” Dr. Raphael said, in- 
ferring that they tended in the oppo- 
Site direction. He called for the hold- 
ingof proper regular élections soon 
for a new Jerusalem Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi, and invited “great 
rabbis” who considered themselves 


worthy of the office to put their 
candidature forward. 

With the deadlock between: the 
Alignment and the National Reli- 
gious Party over the Chief Rabbi- 
nate Elections Law still unbroken, 
@ new idea is taking shape within 
the N.RP. This would propose ἃ 
new qualification for candidates for 
the post of Chief Rabbi — namely, 
that they also be Chief Rabbis of 
cities. 

This qualification would ‘bar both 
incumbents --- Chief Rabbis Unter- 
man and Nissim — without disori- 
minating between them, as wouldthe 
suggested age limits (to let Rabbi 
Nissim in while stopping Rabbi Un- 
terman). On the other hand, it 
would ensure a walkover for Tel 
Aviv Chief Rabbis Shlomo Goren 
and Ovadia Yosef, whom the N.RP. 
would like to “sell” ta the Align- 
ment as the best “acceptably liberal” 
team for thorny issues such as those 
of the status of mameerim and of 
converts who became Jewish abroad.

An appreciation 


A real son of the Haskala 


SADLY ‘but inevitably there is a 
thinning out of the ranks of the 
men to whom the viston of a Jew- 
ish state was clear, who were au- 
thentic sons of the haskela, who 
Were at home in the cultures of 
thelr native lands, but who suc- 
cumbed to a divine restlessness that 
led them to forgo careers and 
comfort and come to Palestine to 
build something noble and new. 


All these men, in ἃ sense “mad- 
men,” left their mark on this coun- 
try. Such a man was Itzhak Nor- 
™man, who died recently. 

Born in Uman, Russia in 1899, he 
was educated in Leningrad, and train- 
ed as a chemical engineer, The air 
among the Russian Jewish inteHec- 
tuals was alive with talk of the 
revival of Hebrew as a living tongue. 
As ἃ young man Itzhak Norman fel 
in love with the Hebrew word and 
throughout his life remained faith- 
ful to that love. 

He was among those who, in Mos- 
cow in 1917, laid the foundations for 
the first 'Hebre theatre 
— the Habimah, which was subse- 


quently transplanted to Palestine. 
When he came to Palestine in 1928, 
he picked up the pen to pour out 
his soul in majestic Hebrew and 
never laid it down. He wrote steadi- 
ly, even as he helped organize and 
give the initial impetus to the Amer- 
tea-Israel Cultural Foundation, which 
has done s0 much to encourage ar- 
tists who have enriched Israel's cul- 
tural 6. He wrote until his 
strength gave out. 

Itzhak Norman left two legacies. 
One is the legacy of cherished me- 
mories by friends who found in him 
a contagious love for art in all its 
forms and an exciting raconteur. 
The other comprises unpublished 
manuscripts he was in the process 
of refining when he died: a novel 
on the Mfe of the Jews of Uman 
at the turn of the century, a book 
on the beginnings of Hebrew lite- 
rature in Russia, and a book on 
the Oriental Jewish communities in 
Russia. These works should see 
the Ught of day and thus compen- 
sate in some measure for the loss 
we sustained in his death.

Jerusalem Post Enesset Reporter 
ue Knesset on Monday voted to

They would have to come 
before a professional examining 
board and give details of their stu- 
dies and professional experience, he 
said. 

‘Mr, Almogi gave figures to show 
the rise in immigration of engmeers 
and architects lately: while 600 
came (from all countries) in 1969, 
1,600 came in 1970. , 


The House also passed to Com- 
mittee, on the first reading, an 
amendment to the Youth Work Law, 
whereby the Labour Ministry will 
gradually introduce one day of les- 
sons weekly for youngsters who are 
not apprenticed to recognized 
‘trades. 

Mr. Almogi said that within five 
years’ time the new amendment 
cought to see between 15,000 and 
20,000 more working youths attend- 
ing one day of sudies weekly. 

The House earlier struck off the 
agenda a private members’ bill by 
Mr. Tewfik Toubl “New Com- 
munists) which would have repeal- 
ed the Emergency Regulations gov- 
erning Back-to-Work Orders. Only 
two other ΜΙ supported Mr. Tou- 
bi's ‘bid. 

The House also voted into law, on 
the second and third ‘readings, an 
amendment to the Police Ordinance 
and an amendment to the Prisons 
Ordinance, whereby policemen and 
warders cannot have recourse to 
the Labour Courts in matters con- 
cerning discipline, promotion, de- 
motion, and dismissal from service.

Father can’t give flat 


The Supreme Court dismissed. an~ 
appeal against 2 judgment of the 
Jerusalem District Court, delivered 
on November 16, 1970 (in ©.A, 77/ 
$9). 


The appellant, Zvi Shimoni, rent- 
ed ἃ two-roomed apartment many 
years ago in a building owned by 
the respondent, Yosef Gershon. At 
the time he had seven children, and 


another three children were born to ,, 


him later. Finding 41 difficult to 
accommodate a family of 12 souls in 
a two-roomed apartment, Mr. Shi- 
Moni rented another apartment, οὗ. 
three rooms, in Kiryat Yovel, Jeru-, 


salem. He did not vacate the first . 


apartment, however, but after trans- 
ferring his wife, most of his children - 
and most of his possessions to the 
new apartment, left his three eld- 
est sons there, together with a few 
neceasary bits of furniture. 


When Mr. Gershon learnt that his.’ 


tenant had moved to another apart- 

ment, he brought an action for 

eviction against him, on the grounds 

that he had abandoned the premises. 

The Magistrates’ Court dismissed 

the action but the Jerusalem Dis-- 
trict Court allowed it by majority ἡ 
decision. : 

In the appeal against the Dis- 
trict Court decision to the Supreme 
Court, Mr. M. Yair appeared far the 
appellant and Mr. 1. Mazower for the 
respondent. 


Judgment 

Justice Sussman, who delivered 
the first opinfon of the Supreme 
Court, Justice Kister concurring, 
pointed out, at the outset, that. for 
purposes of an eviction action on 
the grounds of alleged abandonment 
of the premises, the rule is that 
the court will base its decision on 
the factual state of affairs existing 
at the time the action ig brought. 
Im other words, if at that time the 
tenant was a non-occupying tenant,. 
then he would be deemed to have 
lest all right of protection by the 
tenants protection laws and the 
landlord would be entitled to re- 
ceive possession of the apartment,’ 
even if he (the tenant) returned jeter 
and resumed occupation of -the 
apartment for dwelling purposes 
(see C.A. 446/63, 1 PwD. 18/371). So 
that the court would ignore any 
changes which might have occur- 
Ted in the use of the apartment in 
question after the action was brought 
by the respondent. : ᾿ 


Justice Sussman then went on 
to consider the significance of the 
rule that a tenant. who abandons 
rented premises is not entitled to 
the protection of the law. This rule, 
he noted, has no statutory basis but 
was adopted from Bnglish jurispru- 
dence during the days of the Man- 
date and continued to be observed 
by the Israel courts even after the 
mandatory rental laws had been re- 


placed by the Israel Tenants Pro- ! 


tection Law of 1955 (although this 
latter law gives the rule no sta- 
tutory recognition) (see C.A, 477/67, 
1 PD. 22/309, and earlier judg- 
ments). .
